"1 
thought Tommy Atkins was the l»est 
in line, s') I am surpri.se<I at what I 
have seen here While the .Ameri- 
can soldier is not s») beefy a.'« the 
Britisher, he is smarter’ and better 
set up. He is the better .set up. He 
is the best looking soldier in the 
world, superior to the fighting men 
of Germany, France or England. 
The only improvement in the uni- 
forms is to give him a better lit, 
giving full effect to his fire 'juali- 
ties.”

In breaking the young horse you 
have a more difficult problem, as he 
must be handled with extreme care 
and kindne.i«, and the least departure 
(herefrom may ruin the horse. He 
should be broken with the snaffie 
bit, taught gradually and made 
much of whenever he is re<)uired to 
do anything new. He is first given 
the bending lessons, to supply the 
neck and make him reinwise, taught 
to lead and placet! upon the longe, a 
rope or lariant being used for that 
purpose. He is made to move to 
the right and left in a circle, to 
change his gaint, thrown and taught 
to lie down at the signal or wonl of 
command, to move backward or for- 
ward. to passage, turn on the fore- 
hand, haunches, etc. In doing this 
a .small switch is used in conjunction 
with the spur and the reins.
